The  text  of  the  diploma  which  each 
will  receive  reads  as  follows: 

“In  seeking  to  understand  the 
wisdom  of  the  Jewish  Tradition 
as  reflected  by  the  Jewish  People 
throughout  the  generations;  in 
learning  to  apply  the  lessons  of 
our  past  to  Jewish  life  today 
throughout  the  world;  and  in 
forging  an  identity  for  yourself 
and  other  Jews,  you  have  exem¬ 
plified  the  ideal  expressed  in  the 
Ethics  of  Our  Fathers:  ‘It  is  not 
your  duty  to  complete  the  task; 
but  neither  are  you  free  to  desist 
from  it.’  ” 

Each  graduate  will  also  receive  a 
gift,  a  joint  presentation  of  the  Men’s 
Club,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club,  Parents 
Association,  and  Sisterhood,  of  $40 
worth  of  Jewish  books,  which  they 
may  chose  themselves  from  one  of 
the  Jewish  bookstores  in  the  city.

Rabbi  Wechsler  is  an  alumnus  of 
Harvard  College  and  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary,  where  he  has 
taught  the  history  of  Jewish  thought 
and  ethics.  He  studied  as  well  at  the 
Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem,  and 
at  Princeton  University,  where  he 
studied  moral  theology  with  the  Chris¬ 
tian  ethicist  Paul  Ramsey.  At  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  he  was 
designated  the  Seminary’s  Fellow  in 
Moral  Theology,  and  he  received 


numerous  prizes  in  the  fields  of 
Jewish  thought  and  text  studies,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Citron  Prize  designating 
him  “the  outstanding  graduating  stu¬ 
dent  of  the  Rabbinical  Department”. 

After  ordination  in  1971,  Rabbi 
Wechsler  served  as  Associate  Director 
of  the  United  Jewish  Appeal’s  Rabbin¬ 
ical  Advisory  Council.  In  that  position, 
he  was  both  liaison  and  spokesman 
to  the  broad  spectrum  of  the  American 
rabbinate  concerning  the  worldwide 
work  of  the  U.J. A. 

Rabbi  Wechsler’s  varied  interests 
are  reflected  in  his  publications  which 
range  from  undergraduate  research  in 
the  field  of  immunology  to  papers  on 
Jewish  ethics  and  philosophy.  He  has 
recently  published  a  philosophical 
study  on  the  human  body  which  uses 
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Schedule  of  Religious  Services

WITNESS  TO  THE  PERSECUTION 

In  recent  weeks  we  have  been 
shaken  to  the  core  by  two  events. 
One  was  the  television  showing  of 
“Holocaust”  which,  for  four  consecu¬ 
tive  nights  brought  into  our  homes 
only  an  intimation  of  the  most  un¬ 
imaginable  and  shameful  period  in 
history — one  hesitates  to  use  the 
phrase,  "human  history”.  The  second 
was  of  a  different  nature — the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  Israel’s  thirtieth  anniversary. 
With  all  of  the  uncertainty  surround¬ 
ing  Israel’s  situation,  this  was  a  cause 
for  jubilation.  In  thirty  short  years 
Israel  has  accomplished  the  impossi¬ 
ble,  and  it  is  there  for  all  to  behold 
and  to  marvel  at. 

Thinking  about  these  two  events 
makes  one  pause  for  a  moment  and 
think  of  what  role  we  play  in  Jewish 
history.  Clearly  we  are  deeply  involved 
in  both  of  these  events.  Watching 
"Holocaust”,  we  agonize  with  our 
fellow  Jews.  We  wince  at  the  depths 
to  which  people  have  descended  after 
so  many  centuries  of  civilization.  And 
we  feel  pangs  of  disquiet  at  the  mere 
fact  that  we  can  recall  where  we  were 
and  what  we  were  busy  with  when 
those  unspeakable  deeds  were  being 
perpetrated.  Similarly  we  have  fol¬ 
lowed  Israel’s  birth  and  development 
with  more  than  a  passing  interest.  We 
have  been  deeply  involved  in  its 
growth  and  well  being  from  every 
point  of  view.  We  have  gone  there  to 
tread  the  hills  of  the  Patriarchs  and 
smell  the  sweetness  of  the  dew-laden 
grass. 

But  we  have  been  witnesses.  We 
did  not  live  in  the  barracks  at  Dachau 
and  Auschwitz  and  cannot  possibly 
know  what  it  was  to  have  been  there. 
We  do  not  labor  in  Israel  day  by  day 
and  expose  ourselves  to  the  satis¬ 
factions  and  dangers  which  permeate 
that  society.  We  are  passionately  in¬ 


volved  in  both  events  —  but  only  as 
witnesses.  We  cannot  build  our  lives 
as  Jews  only  on  our  connection  with 
Jewish  history,  past  and  present.  We 
should  be  making  history.  We  must 
proceed  from  witnessing  to  creating. 
As  American  Jews  we  must  create  an 
American  Jewry  which  will  stand  on 
its  own,  creating  its  own  institutions 
and  its  own  special  brand  of  Jewish 
culture.  Of  course,  this  will  draw  from 
the  well-springs  of  Jewish  history  and 
cultural  values,  it  will  draw  inspira¬ 
tion  from  the  Jewish  State.  But  it 
will  have  something  of  its  own,  not 
duplicated  anywhere.  The  American 
vitality,  its  elan,  its  scope,  its  passion 
for  democracy  and  respect  for  the 
individual,  its  openness  and  candor 
will  all  coalesce  to  leave  their  imprint 
on  Judaism  in  this  country  for  genera¬ 
tions  to  come. 

We  must  cease  being  witnesses  and 
become  active  creators  of  an  indig¬ 
enous  Amerian  Jewish  civilization 
which  will  bring  out  the  best  in 
Judaism  and  the  best  in  us.

His  long 
government  service  included  member¬ 
ship  on  the  U.S.  delegation  to  the 
United  Nations  Narcotic  Drug  Com¬ 
mission. 

Currently  Special  Counsel  to  the 
New  York  law  firm  of  Finley,  Kumble, 
Wagner,  Heine  &  Underberg,  he  is  a 
visiting  professor  at  Einstein  Medical 
College  where  the  Nathaniel  L.  Gold¬ 
stein  Chair  in  Forensic  Medicine  has 
been  established.  A  manuscript  col¬ 
lection  at  Syracuse  University  and 
the  rotunda  of  the  Truman  Research 
Institute  also  carry  his  name.  Seven 
honorary  degrees,  the  Hebrew  Uni¬ 
versity's  S.  Y.  Agnon  Gold  Medal  and 
Herbert  H.  Lehman  State  of  Israel 
Award  are  among  the  many  honors 
conferred  upon  him.

While  in  Miami,  Rabbi  Rosenberg  was 
a  frequent  lecturer  at  the  University 
of  Miami  on  Religion,  Marriage  and 
the  Family.  He  has  been  an  officer 


of  The  Delaware  Valley  Council  of 
the  American  Jewish  Congress  and  of 
the  Philadelphia  Zionist  Organization. 
Currently,  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Philadelphia’s 
Federation  of  Jewish  Agencies.  He  has 
served  as  National  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Jewish  Affairs  of  the 
American  Jewish  Congress.  A  former 
vice-president  of  the  Philadelphia 
Jewish  Community  Relations  Council, 
he  is  now  a  member  of  the  Council’s 
Board  of  Directors.  For  two  years  he 
was  the  National  Secretary  of  the 
Rabbinical  Assembly;  he  was  also  the 
President  of  the  Philadelphia  Region 
of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly. 

Rabbi  Rosenberg  will  deliver  the 
keynote  address  at  the  dinner.

medieval  Jewish  pholosophical  ideas 
about  the  body  and  the  soul  to  solve 
problems  raised  by  modern  medical 
science.  Rabbi  Wechsler  is  currently 
at  work  on  a  full  length  study  on  the 
ideas  of  aging  found  in  Talmudic  and 
Midrashic  literature.  Though  it  is  not 
generally  known,  Rabbi  Wechsler  is 
the  otherwise  anonymous  author  of 
the  Hebrew  text  of  the  “Matzah  of 
Hope”,  used  throughout  the  world  at 
the  Passover  Seder  to  recall  the  plight 
of  Soviet  Jewry. 

In  addition  to  his  publications  and 
teaching,  Rabbi  Wechsler  has  lectured 
widely.  He  has  addressed  the  Institute 
of  Religious  and  Social  Studies — an 
inter-faith  conference  of  clergyman 
from  the  Metropolitan  New  York  area 
—on  several  occasions.  For  the  past  two 
years,  Rabbi  Wechsler  has  delivered 
a  popular  series  of  lectures  at  the  92nd 
Street  Y  on  the  subject  of  Jewish 
spirituality. 

In  coming  to  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  Rabbi  Wechsler  expressed 
the  feeling  that  this  congregation  is 
one  of  the  most  vibrant  anywhere 
today:  “We  have  seen  the  wonderful 
phenomenon  of  a  synagogue  in  the 
heart  of  New  York  City  growing,  of 
young  families  moving  into  an  urban 
neighborhood  and  affiliating  with  the 
synagogue,  and  of  adults  and  children 
seeking  a  Jewish  education.  How  in¬ 
vigorating  and  inspiring  that  is!” 

In  welcoming  Rabbi  Wechsler,  Mr. 
Shapiro  pointed  out  that  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  soon  to  celebrate 
its  hundredth  year.  “We  do  so  amidst 
the  construction  of  a  new  building  to 
house  our  expanded  religious  school, 
together  with  the  appointment  of 
Rabbi  Wechsler  to  enrich  the  variety 
and  depth  of  our  programs  of  service 
to  the  Jewish  community.  Having  been 
a  teacher  of  rabbis,  Rabbi  Wechsler 
brings  a  combination  of  Jewish  learn¬ 
ing  and  experience  in  Jewish  com¬ 
munal  life  to  help  us  usher  in  our 
second  century  of  bringing  Judaism 
into  the  American  experience.”
